been made in awareness of the risks and 
in an attempt to bolster up the so-called 
Yugoslavian independence from the So- 
viet Union 
Future decisions, 
after 
the 


review of the situation which the Presi- 
dent has called for. must also be made 
on balance. 


The point established by the present 


State Department and its predecessor fol- 
lows closely the thinking of our present 
ambassador to Yugoslavia. George Ken- 
nan. As stated in a Department of State 
release last July, this point of view em- 
phasizes that "while it is a Communist 
country. Yugoslavia is not a part of the 
So\iet bloc and is independent of Soviet 
control . . . . many of the harsher aspects 
of 
the 
Communist 
system have 
been 


ameliorated, and a political and econo- 
mic ideology has developed which differs 
markedly from that of the Soviet Union 
and the bloc. Yugoslavia's independence 
from the bloc has permitted increased 
political, 
economic 
and 
cultural ex- 


changes with the free world and has de- 
nied to the Soviet Union an important 
strategic area in southeastern 
Europe. 


Yugoslavia's determination to resist So- 
viet domination and to keep its indepen- 
dence is of direct significance to 
the 


United States and the free world and US. 
aid serves to strengthen the basis of the 
independent Yugoslav position." 


There are two considerations in this 


matter. One is whether we should help 
any regime perpetuate itself when it em- 
ploys dictatorial methods of remaining in 
power. But here a decision must be made 
in degree It would include speculation 
about Spain. Guinea. Ghana. Iraq, Egypt. 
Viet Nam, Korea, the Dominican Republic 
as well as Yugoslavia. We have been 
roundly criticized by Latin American lib- 
erals for aiding dictators in that part of 
the world. But exactly when a govern- 
ment which exercises more control than 
does ours becomes tyrannic is not easy 
to decide. 


Traditions in Education 


During the last several years, the Ivy 


League colleges, the prestige institutions 
of the East, have had to turn away more 
and more students who probably were 
qualified to do good work. Many of those 
rejected came from 
private schools of 


prestige which formerly could almost as- 
sure a student who graduated entrance 
into the Ivy League. 


Last month representatives of 
ten 


such prep schools came West to talk with 
the admissions directors of 14 Midwestern 
colleges. The Eastern men acknowledged 
that the parents of many of their students 
were guilty of "provincial ignorance" in 
not considering a degree from a college 
west of the Hudson tunnel as worth the 
parchment. The Midwestern men 
warn- 


ed that "no one wants the dregs of the 
prep schools" and w-ere told in turn that 
the tougher grading systems of most pri- 
vate schools are apt to fool admissions 
departments. 


Entirely aside from the element of 


snobbery inherent in a rigid 
insistence 


upon attendance at one particular prep 
school and one particular college, there 
are disadvantages in the old traditions. 
All colleges now ha%e extensive scholar- 
ship programs and encourage diversifica- 
tion among the students but there still is 
a remnant of a class stigma that can be

tween 19th Century capitalism and 19th

tion to impose a world of coercion upon 
those not already subjected to it." But 
even with this belief, we have to look at 
Yugoslavia on balance. Tito was able to 
declare his independence of Stalin be- 
cause of his military strength, the will- 
ingness and ability of his people to fight, 
and the dreadful terrain in his country 
fur 
invasion.

helping him stay 
in 


power we may be helping to keep down 
the chances of Soviet explosion into the 
Balkans. 


But even before the Belgrade confer- 


ence, where Tuo paid more than lip ser- 
vice to the Kremlin by his efforts 
to

neutrals, 
there were 


signs that the allegiance was becoming 
firmer. Several years ago Tito announced 
he no lunger would accept American aid 
although he has continued to do so. In 
the long run. if there were a serious 
threat to the Soviet Union, we may sus- 
pect that Yugoslavia would join 
forces 


with it. Tito's chances of remaining , m 
power are better, in the long run, with 
ties to the Soviet Union than to the West. 
And that is what will influence Tito the 
most. 


We have been sending aid to Yugo- 


slavia, not so much to get it on our side 
as to keep it neutral! In the present world 
struggle that may be role enough for the 
Yugoslavs.

Capable of Brutality
